IGNATIBF’sS MISSION. 

The impression is that whatever may have 
been originally the object of Gen. Ignatieff’s 
mission, he confined himself in fact to giving 
and receiving information, and returns to St. 
Petersburg to report what he heara. He prob- 
ably discovered that Austria is too anxious for 
the European condemnation of the treaty of 
San Stefano to enter into any bargain about it 
with Russia alone, which would seem to have 
given it Austrian sanction. Moreover, 
Ignaticif’s later declarations indicate that, after 
he communicated the feeling here to St. 
Petersbure, he received no in struc- 
tions which forbade him to go so far 
in tbe direction of coneession to 
Austria as he at first expressed himself in- 
clined. This was probably because, after En- 
giand’s determination singly to resist that por- 
tion of the treaty unacceptable to her, it was 
hardly worth while for Russia to surrender that 
large portion of it unacceptable to Austria 
without knowing whether she would be able to 
maintain any of it or not. The peace-at-any- 
price tendency is still, however, very strong in 
Vienna. 

HUNGARY.

“ECONOMIC INTERESTS.” 

Lompon, April 1.—A Vienna dispatch says an 
exchange of views has recently been proceeding 
between the Austrian and Hungarian Govern- 
ments upon the expediency of laying stress up- 
on the economic interests of the Monarchy ir 
the States of the Balkan Peninsula, the naviga-

MADAME RESTELL. 


This Eminent Evil-Doer, Having Fallen into 
Comstock’s Clutchés, Sees Nothing Short 
ef the Penitentiary in Store for Her, and 
Gommits Suicide--The Enormous Wealth 
which She Had Accumulated. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

New Tonk, April 1.—The notorious Madame 
Restell, having been for forty vears before the 
public as a woman growing rich by the 
practice of a nefarious business, was this 
morning found dead in a bath-tub, with 
her throat cut from ear to ear, and 4 carv- 
ing-knife on the floor to show by 
what means she had committed the ghastly act. 
The announcement of the fact was at first 
looked upon as a Fools’-Day hoax, but its con- 
firmation at the Court, where she was 
to-day to be tried for her practices 
in abortion, created a widespread sensation. 
Maggie McGrath, a chambermaid, made the dis- 
covery: About 8 o’clock she knocked at the 
door of her mistress’ room. There was no re- 
ply, and, in alarm, she turned to the door of 
the bath-room. Knocking and receiving no 
auswer, she entered. On the chair at her 
right hand was Mrs. Lohman’s chemise and 
night-Gress. On her left was the bath-tub. A 
‘drop of blood upon the edge of the tub startled 
the girl, but she threw the doors open, uncov- 
ering. a spectacle that sent her screaming 
with horror from the room. The tub was 
filled with water red with blood, and the body 
of Mrs. Lohman, with a terrible gash across her 
throat, lay extended in the water. The screams 
of Maggie alarmed her fellow-servants 
and the members the family.

country has Tagely been treated to, coming from 
members of the Cabinet, military staff, or 
household of Mr. Davis. While it is true that 
none of these latter burties (excepting, perhaps, 
one) have been willing to deny absolutely that 
Mr. Davis was disguised in female attire at the 
time of his capture, yet it is clearly apparent 
that their statements are intended to be 80 re- 
ceived, and to have the eflect of positive proof 
upon that point with those who may not haye 
had the opportunity or taken the trouble to ex- 
amine critica}ly the many —— articles pub- 
lished on this subject. But I defer further com- 
ment in this direction until further on, when I 
shall take up such of those published state- 
ments as deserve notice more in detail.

the afternoon of Sanday, May 7, 1865, I received 
direct orders to report immediately to Lim in 
for instructions. Ou my arrival be de- 
ed tome the information received by Gen. 
Wilson from his forces: iu the direction of 
Augusta, regarding the movement southward 
of the principal parties connected with the Con- 
federate Government, and the desire to effect 
their capture if possible, directing me to proceed 
with my regiment, the Fourth Michigan Cavalry, 
from its camp near Macon, Ga.. down the south- 
_e@rly side of the Ocmulgee River, a distance of 
seventy-five or 100 miles, totake possession of all 
the fords and ferries below Hawkiusviile, aud to 
picket the river and scout the country north aud 
south of the river as thorougly as the strength 
of my cogamand would permit. Certain places 
appearing upon the maps were thought to be

unbroken pine forest for a distance of eighteen 
iniles to Irwinsviile, where we arrived at about 
1 o’clock on the morning of May 10. The roads 
were first closely examined ifn all directions, but 
no traces could be discovered of the passage of 
a train or a mounted force, at which we were 
much surprised, as we had confidently ex * 
to either meet Col. Harnden at that poin 
fall in rear of his command, and conciud aed at 
first that the train mast have taken some other 
couse; but; upon inquiry, and 
PASSING OURSELVES AS CONFEDERATES, 
we soon learned that a considerable party had 
gone into camp, just at dark the evening be- 
fore, about a mile and a half out of town on 
the Abbyville road. I at first thought it must 
be the First Wisconsin, but, upon further in- 
quiry, learned that they had tents and wagons, 
which I knew was not the case with Col. Harn- 
deu's command. Lat once-turned the head of 
the column in’ that direction, impressing.’ a ne- 
gro fora guide, moving my command up to 
withiu about a half mile of the camp, where I 
haited under cover of a smal] eminence and dis- 
mounted twenty-five men and sent them, under 
command of Lieut. Purinton, with instructions, 
to make the circuit of the camp and gain a pos- 
tion on the road in rear of the enemy, to cut off 
escape in that direction, to gain the 
poor designated, undiscovered if. posaj- 
le; discovered, and alarm 
was B Nonny { would charge the camp from the 
front, and ‘he was to move upon the camp from 
any position he might then hold; but if no 
alarm was raised I should take it for granted 
that he had successfully executed his crders,

andin an instant the camp with its inmates 
was wholly within our power without the neces- 
sity of firing a shot. The surprise was so com- 
plete that not the slightest show of resistande 
was made, the men not even baving time to 
grasp their weapons which were lying at their 
sides. The camp was located in the thick pine 
forest close by a small swamp. A chain of 


mounted sentries, com posed of a force svecially 


designated for that duty, swept rapidly around 
the camp on the instant wheu the main wp : 
dashed into it, thus barring all possibility 

escape after the completion of the circuit. ie 
chain of sentries, under the command of an 
officer, were to maintain their position until 
all of the }prisohbers were gathered in 
and placed “under ‘guard. mmediately 
after taking possession of the camp, my 
Adjutant, Lieut. Dickinson, notified me that 


there were ladies in the tents, when 1 directed 


him to station guards at each of the tents, and 
allow nove of the men to enter them. All of 
the mea of the party, except Mr. Davis, I be- 
lieve, were sleeping on their blankets outside of 
the tents in different parts of the camp, partial- 
ly undressed, and, as soon of they were aroused, 
sorang from their beds and were immediately 
placed under guard and allowed time to put on 
the balance of their Se gms | which consumed 
several minutes, after which the prisoners 
were gathered together and placed under a feg- 
ular detailed guard. 

But before this was fully completed, ana be- 
fore any of the persons occupying the tents bad 
completed their toilet and come out, or a list 
ef the names of the captured parties had been 
made up, 

A VOLLBY WAS FIRED DOWN THE ROAD 
and across the swamp alluded to, and about 
eighty or one hundred rods north of the camp, 
where the force of twenty-five dismuunted men 
under Lieut. Purinton were stationed. I at 
once ordered the men to resume their places in 
the column. Leaving Adjt. Dickinson with a 
sufficient-force in camp to gather the rest of 
the prisoners in god guard them until my re- 
turn, I in person pudlied forward across thie 
swamp with the balance of the command to the 
aid of Lieut. Purinton, Whom I supposed to be 
engsging the torce guarding the train, but 
which proved to be the First Wisconsin Cavalry, 
under Col. Haruden, whose men had come upon 
the force under Lieut. Purinton, and, through 
a misunderstanding in the challenge and re- 
sponse, each had taken the other for the enemy, 


it still being so dark that they could not dis-“ 


tinguish the uniform; and as I came up the 
road in column, mounted, we received a ratclug 


‘fire from a dismounted force concealed behind 


trees and logs which killed one man and severely 
wounded Lieut. Boutelle. This sad oe pm 
was not discovered until two men were killed 
the Fourth Michigan Cava!ry and eight or ten 
men wounded in the First Wisconsin Cavairy. 

As soon as the firing ceascd I returned to the 
camp, and as I recrossed the swamp 1 was met 
by Lieut. Dickinson, who, in a hurried way, in- 
formed me that he had caryieg out my orders, 
and who said we

LIBVED WAS JEFF, DAVIS, 

and that he came out of oné of the tents dressed 
up iu women’s rie and attempted: to escape 
as a woman. 47 the impression that Mr. 
Davis had refused to reveal his name up to that 
time, but will not be positive on that point, 1 
rode on up to the point: where the prisuners 
were gathered under guard, and, as I approach- 
ed them, I was accosted: by this man, who 
pred to be Mr. Davis, with the. inquiry if 1 
was the officer in command. I rephed that 1 
was, aud asked him in return whom I was to 

call: him. He replied that I might call him 
what or whoever I pleased,“ when I replied 
that I would call him Davis; and after a mo- 
ment’s hesitation he said. That is my name.“ 
He then drew himself up in a very diguified 
and imposing manner and cxciaimed, 1 
suppose you consider it bravery to 
charge” a train of defenseless women 
and children, but it is*theft, it is yandal- 
isn. Davis had thrown off the garments con- 
stituting his disguise, and was clad tu a suit of 
Coufederate gray at the time of my meeting 
him. I then proceeded to take an inventory of 
our eapture, when I ascertained that we had 
capturea Jefferson. Davis, wife, and four chil- 
dren; John H. Reagan, his Postmaster-Geperal ; 
Cols. Johnson and Lubboc Kk, Aids-de-Camp on 
Davis’ staff; Burton N. Harrison, his Prtvate 
Secretary ; Maj. Murand, Capt. Moody, and 
Lieut. Hathaway; Jeff B. Howell, a brother of 
Mrs. Davis, and Midshipman in the Rebel navy; 
thirteen private soldiers; Miss Magic Howell 
sister of Mrs. Davis; two waiting maids, an 
several servants. We also captured five wagons, 
three ambulances, about fiftcen horses, and 
twenty-five or thirty mules. The train was 
principally loaded with commissary stores and

and myself and men assigned to quarters with“

Olay still remaining on board the steamer 
Clyde. 
On the affernoon df May 23 I received orders 
from the War Department, through Gen. Miles, 
commanding at Fortress Monroe, directing me 
to procure the disguise worn by Davis at the 
time of bis capture, and proceed to Washin — 
and report in person to the Secretary of 
Accordingly, 1 went over to the sthamner 
@ivde and informed Mrs. Davis of my 
instructions, and asked her if she 
had any objections to delivering to me the gar- 
ments worn by Mr. Davis as a disguise at the 
time of his capture, and received this sharp and 
pungent reply: .“‘ Ceftainly ngt, sir, for I do 
pot think I’ ever had any opportfinity to donate 
any clothing to Mrs. Stanton before; it is per- 
haps well that my mantle should fall on the 
shoulders Mrs. Stanton.“ 
delivered to me in verson, with no farther com- 
pulsion than a simple requyst, a lady’s water- 
proof cloak or robe of a dark ‘color, trimmed 
with pearl buttons, which she admitted to be 
the one worn by her husband as a disguise at 
the time of his capture. On the morning of 
the 24th, Capt. Hudson went over to the Clyde

THE GARMENTS WORN IN THE DISGUISE, 

which consisted of a black woolen shaw! with 1 
border. The Captain informed me that Mrs. 
Davis at first did not like to give up the shawl, 
saying she needed it — her children. 
went back to shore aud purchased another shawl 
for her, replacing the one Mrs. Davis delivered 
tohim. These garments were taken by me to 
Washington, and delivered tothe Secretary of 
War, and were thoroughly identified by the 
three soldiers who arrested Mr. Davis at the 
time he came from the tent, to-wit: Corporal 
George Munger, Privates James F. Bullard and 
Andrew Bee, eacli-of whom made sworn state- 
ments at the War Departmeat of the facts 
within their kuowtedge concerning the disguiye, 
and which were filed in the office of the Secre- 
tary of War.

It has never 
been denied that he was dressed in his ordinary 
clothing at the time of his ec pture, but it is 
claimed that over his ordiu.r, suit was worn 
articles of female attire, adopted by him as a 
disguise, with the purpose of eluding his pur- 
suers by reason of the immunity from personal 
arrest and detention usually accordea to women 
under whatever circumstances they may be 
found; and there can be no more doubt that 
Mr. Davis was 80 disguised than there can be 
that he was captured at all, and the story of his 
disguise is no fabrication or make-up, as has 
been claimed, days afterthe capture, but was 
related to me within ten minutes after its oc- 
currence by men whose veracity cannot be 
questioned.

THE HALIFAX COMMISSION. 


A Statement by Mr. Fish How Mr. Delfosse 
Was Appointed—England’s Delay, and Its 
Motive—The Course of the Ex-Secretary of 
State, and Why It was Adopted. 

New York Tribune March 30. 

Ex-Secretary of State hamilton Fish yegter- 
day made a clear statement to a representative 
of the Tribune of the facts connected with the 
appointment of the third member of the Fish- 
eries Commission. 
lished that, having objected go the appointment 
of M. Delfosse i 1873, Mr. Fish, in 1877, actually 
took the initiative in requesting him to serve. 

Tnis Mr. Fish yesterday declared to be inaccu- 

rate, and th a Tribune reporter gave the follow- 

ing review of the circumstamces which finally 
resulted in the appointment of tbe Belgian 


Minister at Washington: 

By the Treaty of Washington the provisions re- 
lating to the fisheries could take effect only after 
confirmatory legislation by the Dominion, the Im- 
peria] Government, and the United States. On or 
about March 3, 1873, the necessary act was passed 
by Congress, when we had already enjoyed the fish- 
eries for two seasons. On March 6, Sir Edward 
Thornton called mpon me, and, in the course of in- 
formal conversation. I adverted to the desirability 
of agreeing upon a third Commissioner. I sug- 
gested, entirely unoftticially, the name of Judge 
Neleon, remarking that he would probably be ac- 
ceptable to our Government in case he were 
willing to serve. Mr. Thornton thereupon, 
unoftticially and informally, suggested the 


name of Mr. Agassiz; and 1 said that if he were 


proposed by the English Government, he would 
be acceptabie to ours. Sir Edward ueua)! 

called at the Department of State every week, — 
upon the occasion of — every visit, ‘from 
March 5 to June 20. l referred to the subject of the 
third Commissioner, and urged the importance of 


his sélection. Sir Edward early in the spring asked 


when, according to my underst&nding, the three 
months within which the agreement upon the third 
‘Commissioner must be had were to begin. I told 
him that they would date from July 1, and it was 
with that understanding that our discussions of 
the appointment were held. Upon one occasion 
Mr. Thornton Said that be had thought of Admiral 
Polo as the third Commissioner, On March d. Lhad 
officially requested Mr. Thornton to ask for in- 
structions from his -Government as to the 
third’ member of the Commission, suggest- 
ing that, although the three -months would 
not begin until July 1, it was desirable to come to 
an agreement before that time, in order taat the 
Commission might meet at Halifax the following 
summer or 
possible, before cold weather. 
time thereafter, in reply to the question whether 
ornot he had received instructions, he replied 
that he had not. On May 12, he told me that he 
was expecting iustrüctions. On May 15, he asked, 

unoflicially and privately, if our Government 
would agree to M. Delfosse. I replied * there 
would be a difficulty in the way of hisa tnt- 
ment, and the name was therenpon — fora 
time. As late as June 5, hornton informed 
me that he had received no instructions. On June 
26, he told me that he was instructed to say that 
Lord Granville regretted that his Government had 
not been able to determine upon a third Commis- 
sioner, and proposed that the third Commissioner 
should. be a Dutchman, agreed upon by the En- 
glish and Aujerican Ministers at the Hague. I told 
him that the proposal struck me very unfavorably. 
The correspondence sent to the Senate gives the 
facts after this date. My purpose has been, by 
the review of the conversations between Mr. 
Thornton and myself, to show that our Govern- 
ment was constantly urging the appointment of a 
third member of the Commission, and that the 
British Government was as persistently avoiding 
the appointment. 

Then followed the abortive attempt to secure a 
Reciprocity treaty: and pending the negotiations, 
by request of the British Government, the fisher- 
ies question was dropped. After the failure of the 
Reciprocity treaty, Mr. Thornton from time to 
time expressed the wish that the appointment of a 
third member of the Commission steala be referred 
to Count Beust, Austrian Ambassador at London. 
To that I always interposed objections, hoping 
that an understanding might be arrived at between 
the two Governments, in which case, Count Beust 
could be given the name of the gentleman agreed 
2 on for his formal appoiutment. Fingllv, as the 

close of the Administration was approaching, I 
felt that, before its termination, the pro- 
visions of the treaty should be carried out 
respecting the appointment of a Fisheries 
Cemmission, for England bad paid the money 
awarded to us at Geneva, and had settled all ques- 
tions growing out of the San Juan award with ex- 
emplary promptness, and u. would be discredita- 
ble to us to keep longer in abeyance a question

I beileved 
thatwehad giventhe Canadians an equivalent, 
and that an award of a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars would be rather for the purpose of soothing 
their feelings than as a just compensation for the 
difference between concessionsgivea and received. 
On Feb. 9, Mr. Thoruton called at the Depart- 
ment and informed me thathe had received in- 
structions from his Government to suggest M. Del- 
fosse as the third Commissioner.

En gland’s objections to the Russo-Turkish 
treaty are at last given to the world in the 


form of a circular note addressed to the 


Powers. The objections are very compre- 
hensive; they cover the entire treaty. It 
would seem that objections so sweeping and 
serious might have been urged in the Berlin 
Congress, and all this trouble and excitement 
avoided. England takes exception to the 


State, her selfish jealousy of Russia outweigh- 
ing every consideration for the improvement 
of the condition of the Christians of Bul- 
garia. The crippling of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment by the isolation of Constantinople 
from the provinces still left under the con- 
trol of the Porte is objected to by England, 
whose solicitude for the Turks is as notice- 
able as her indifference to the fate of the 
Christians.

THE THURMAN AND MATTHEWS RA 
| ROAD BILLS. 
It is desirable that the public should un- 
derstand thoroughly the relative merits of 
the two billg introduced into the United 
States Senate for the ostensible purpose of 
compelling the subsidized Pacific railroads 
to provide for the payment of the bonds 
isssued by the Government on their behalf. 
It is only with such an understanding that 


the representatives of the people in the 
‘Senate and House can be held-to a proper 


account for their votes on this. subject. 
The result will determine whether the pres- 
ent Congress is devoted to the interests of 
the people or to the interest of the cliques 
that now control the Pacific railroads. 

There is just as much difference between 
the two bills now pending in the Senate as 
there was between the original act of 1862, 
which provided the Government some ade- 
quate security for its large advances, and the 
amendatory act of 1864, procured at the 
instance of the Credit-Mobilier jobbers, 
which deprived the Government of its 
original protection. Mr. Tuvurman’s bill, 
reported by the Judiciary Committee, is a 
scheme for compelling the railroads to pro- 
vide for the current payment of the interest 
on the bonds, and the establishment of 
a sinking fund adequate to the liquida- 
tion of the principal, at the time 
when it shall become due; this purpose is 
attained by requiring the payment to the 
Government of 25 per cent of the net earn- 
ings of the companies, and without infringing 
upon any private claims that have a hen on 
the roads prior to the Government lien. The 
bill thus realizes the expectation of the Gov- 
ernment when it consented to advance $60,- 
000,000 towards the construction of the 
roads, and remedies as far as possiblé the 
great wrong done the Government and. 
people when legislation was corruptly pro- 
cured which has enabled the railroad com- 
panies thus far to escape the payment of the 
interest on their Government bonds, and 
has led them to believe they may evade both 
principal and interest in the future. The 
Matruews bill, reported by the Railroad 
Committee, is confessedly in the interest of 
the railroads, extends the original term of 
the subsidy twenty-seven years, fails to pro- 
vide for the current payment of interest, and 
actually divests the Government of the 
rights it now has under the law as it stands. 
These are the two bills between which Con- 
gress must choose. 

The law of the case has been conclusively 
defined in favor of the Tuurman bill by Sen- 
ator Davip Davis in a concise and masterly 
speech, which not one of the railroad at- 


torneys in the Senate has been able to 


answer. The points are briefly these: (1) The 
constitutional prohibition of all impair- 
‘ment of the obligation of a contract applies 
to the States, and not to Congress, so that 
the legislation under which the railroad com- 
panies claim a contract in no wise prevents 
Congress from imposing new conditions 
whith do not attack privaté rights; (2) The 
original act of 1862 reserved for Congress a 
conditional right to amend, and the act of 
1864, in consideration of renewed conces- 
sions and privileges to the railroads, reserved 
an unconditional right to amend; (8) The 
Supreme Court decisions which have given 
to State Legislatures the right to regulate 
fares and charges on railroads, in all cases 
where such charges are not absolutely fixed 
in the charter, will not admit of a judicial 
denial of the right of Congress to secure a 
debt due the Government under a national 
charter, which, by its own terms, is subject 
to amendment. : 

The very point, however, which the advo- 
catesof the Matruews bill urge mainly against 
the Tuvurman bill applies with equal force to 
theirown. They contend that there can be 
no change in thé acts by which the Pacific 
railroads were chartered except by and with 
the consent of the companies, and their own 
bill expressly sets forth that, if it shall be- 
come a law, it shall only be operative with 
the concurrence of the railroad companies. 
Thus the United States Government is ex- 
. pressly subordinated to the dictation of Jay 
Goutp and his ring. But the Jay Go 
ring do not want to pay one dollar on tho 
Government indebteduess; their ambition is 
to divide all the earnings of the roads among 
the owners of the fictitious stock.

The contest between the people on: the 
one side and the railroad ring on the 
other could not be more clearly defined 
than it is in the contrast of these two bills. 
The Government advanced sufficient money 


to pay the full cost of building the roads. 


Then the Government was defrauded of its 
original security, and, by taking a second 
mortgage, the companies were enabled to 
borrow from private capitalists almost as 
much more money. Then the stock of the 
roads was distributed among a ring to 
represent additional construction profits. 
After all this, the holders of this fictitious 
stock demand that all the earnings of the 
road shall be divided among them, and that 
no part thereof shall be applied on the Gov- 
ernment debt. In presenting the MaTTHEws 
bill, they say to the people that, 


if the Courts decide against them in this 


outrageous effort to escape payment, then 
they will pay only at their own terms, under 
condition that the time shall be extended 
twenty-seven years, that no demand shall be 
made upon them for the current payment of 
the interest, and that whatever they thus 


‘consent to pay into the Treasury shall be 


held for their benefit at compound interest. 
It is a complete surrender of the Govern- 
ment to the railroads. 

Mr. Taurnman has hoped to obtain a vote 
on the question in the Senate this week, but 
it is doubtful whether it can be reached. 
Jay GouLp’s agents in the lobby are reported 
to be vigorously at work, and at last ac- 


‘counts were prepared to accept some modi- 


fications of the Matrurws bill with the pur- 
pose of having it substituted for the Tuun- 
Max bill. Of course any such modifications 
with a view to a compromise would be decep- 


tive, and the main purpose of the ring, which 


is to secure an extension of the subsidy and a 
forfeiture of the Government’s existing 
rights, would still be retained. There is no 
occasion nor excuse for compromise, because 
the Tuurnman bill does not exact anything 
unreasonable or burdensome upon eithér the 
private creditors or the stockholders of the 
Pacific railroads.

THE MOFFETT REGISTER. 

The Morretr Register has been in suc- 
cessful operation in Virginia since the Ist of 
It has justified all the prom- 
isos of its inventor, having greatly increased 
the revenues of the State without laying an 
extra burden upon industry. The Auditor 
of Public Accounts, in a special communica- 
tion to the Legislature last January, estimat- 
ed that the receipts for one year under the 
Morrett law would be $500,000, as against 
$262,195 previously reported. Of this total, 
$241,111.27 would come directly from the 
Morretr Register, and the remainder from 
the specific taxes on rectifiers, distillers, and 
dealers. ‘The City of Richmond alone, it is 
calculated, will yield arevenue of $62;534 
the first year from this source. A late num- 
ber of the Richmond Dispatch says that the 
Register is approved, both by temperance 


people and “ths liquor-dealers, with few ex- 


ceptions on either side, {n the elections 
last November, the law, so far as it was an 
issue in the canvass, was sustained by large 
majorities. The Legisiature, in the session 
just concluded, refused to amend it in any 
particular, though some propositions look- 
ing to its rigorous enforcement were favora- 
bly reported, and would have been acted on 
if there had been time. | 

The experience of Virginia is valuable, 
because the Morrzrr Register has com- 
mended itself to the Legislatures of New 
York, Massachusetts, Louisiana, Kentucky, 
and other States. -It will probably have a 
trial in some, or all, of these States; and, if 
it succeeds in them, its adoption in the re- 
mainder of the Union and in other countries 
is a mere question of time. It does not fol- 
low, however, because other States have 
taken up the matter, that Illinois is bound 
to go into it at once. 
very complicated and precise. It specifies 
both the purposes for which taxes shall be 
levied, and how they shall be levied. The 
Legislature, it is true, has the power to 
adopt the Register, or any other system of 
special taxation of liquor-dealers, under Art. 
IX., Sec. 1, of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that the General Assembly shall have 
power to tax “peddlers, auctioncers, 
brokers, hawkers, merchants, commission 
merchants, showmen, jugglers, innkeepers, 
grocery-keepers, liguor-dealers, etc., in such 
manner as it shallfrom time to time direct 
by general law, uniform as to the class upon 
which it operates.” But it does not follow 
that the tax which might be expedient for 
the City of Chicago would be ac- 
ceptable to the country districts, and, 
inasmuch as the State is not in 
financial. difficulties, it is doubtful 
whether the Legislature will consent to 
adopt the general law” required by the 
Constitution: Without the action of the 
Legislature the City Government of Chicago 
is powerless to adopt the Register. The 
Council is empowered to regulate the sell- 
ing and giving away of ardent spirits,” but 
not to tax such sales; and as the power to 
tax is immediately afterwards given in sev- 
eral instances, its omission in this instance 
cannot be accidental. The agitation of this 
subject that has been promoted by some 
newspapers is premature, so far as the City 
of Chicago is concerned. It will be neces- 
sary to wait until the Legislature meets, and 
then to procure favorable consideration of 
the subject from the country members be- 
fore the adoption of the Register in this city 
can be even remotely probable. It is to be 
observed, moreover, that the revenues from 
the Register, if it should be adopted, would 
probably go into the State, not into the City, 
Treasury. There is no instance on record, 
so far as we are informed, of a State Legis- 
lature permitting a city to levy such a tax for 
its own benefit, and, unless the temper of 
the next Legislature is different from that of 
the last, it is improbable that any spirit of 
excessive generosity will be manifested to- 
wards the city. , 

Tur Tarscxe will not oppose the adoption

Our Revenue law is 


N subject favorably : But it is yet a little early 
to bebomo excited about it. It will be time 


when other communities have had a wider 
experience of the Morrztr plan to urge it 
upon the people as the best that has yet 
been conceived for raising a revenue. Its 
benefits at present appear tg-be that it 
throws a new share of the burden of taxation 
upon the luxurious, the dissipated, and im- 
provident; that it tends to discourage the 
sale of ardent spirits ahd‘encourage the sale 
of malt liquors; that the tax is certain and 
easy of collection ; that it prdtects the per- 
sons taxed against dishonest employes; and 
that it rewards industry and temperance. 
The only objections to it are that it encour- 
ages illicit sales and presents an inducement 
to fraud in tampering with the Rogisters, 
or not recording all the drinks sold. In 
somé quarters of the city perhaps sales 
would seldom be accounted for, while 
in others evasions would be impossible; 
and the discrimination 
be against the comparatively respectable 
establishments, where the liquors< sold are 
pure. This objection might be obviated by 
a close inspection, in which case there would 
be no opposition among good citizens to the 
adoption of the Registers in Chicago. The 
difficulty will be to convince the Legislature 
that this means of raising revenue is expe- 
dient, and that the proceéds ought to be de- 
voted to muhicipal purposes instead of to 
the lightening of State taxation, already 
very inconsiderable. 


The St. Louis papers have published what 
professes to be a letter from an Old Chicago 
Merchant” upon the decline of trade in 
Chicago. This letter has been industri- 
ously used to injure this city. The only case 
in which the writer attempts to particularize 
is in the-matter of wheat receipts this year 
as compared with those of previous years. 
This charge, being distinctly made, can be 
met with direct evidence of how very weak 
has been the investigation on which this 
man professes to base his string of state- 


ments. We first give the letter: 


Curcaeo, March 21. 1878.—Dsar Sin: I have 
been investigating many points relative to the 
condition of Chicago. I think I find the city in a 
worse condition, in many respects, than I appre- 
hended. I am satisfied we are losing trade, and in 
the expression of that opinion I make allowance 
for depressed times too. I notice from the papers 
that one day this week the receipt of wheat was 
but twenty cars, and I am told that it has not hap- 
pefed in twenty-five years before. One of 
our large wholesale dry-goods houses sold 
last year a little less than eighteen mill- 
ions, against, as you and I have been told. 
twenty millions for several preceding years. 
My authority is Mr. K. The individual in- 
debtedness can never ve paid. I do think an almost 
universal bankruptcy must obtain if these times 
continue twelve months longer. I think the 

pulation and faciljties of this city are two years 
in advance of the requirements of the locality. 
We must now hait and qrow Mp to the demands or 
those conditions. Tere must de an exodus. We 
cannot all be sustained here. Commerce, in the 
abstract does not make wealth; although we have 
handled large quantities of grain, meat. and lum- 
ber, its residuum has been too light. Liverpool has 
bandled those products for the British Empire, yet 
the wealth of that Kingdom isin London., Man- 
chester, Leeds, and other English cities, which 
only consume those articles.. I find in talking 
with many of ourcitizens that they are alarmed 
for the future of Chicago. I regard the future of 
St. Louis as pre-eminently brighter than ours, I 
find lam not alone in that opinion. When ‘I see 
you, Ican say more. Very truly, . V. 4.

This is the number of car-loads of wheat 
consigned to this city for inspection. . It 
does not include the cars shipped from inte- 
rior points by Chicago firms, of wheat sold 
here but not passing through the elevators, 
and which have gone through Chicago direct 
to Eastern points. This branch of the 
grain trade of Chicago has largely increased 
during the year, and, while the whole has 
been. bought and sold by Chicago merchants, 
and is as properly included in their ag- 
gregate business as if grain had 
gone into elevator here, it is not included in 


the figures of grain inspected in and out of 


warehouse. The low figures for last year 
were due to a comparative failure of the 
wheat crop, while those of 187475 are due 
to the large crop of that year. Another fact 
must hot be overlooked, and that is the in- 
crease of weight now loaded on each car. 
The weights for wheat received this year are 
larger than thoss of previous years by at 
least 10 per cent per car. This is equal to 
nearly 4,000 less cars employed in trangport- 
ing the same number of bushels of wheat, 
and this alone won'd carry the total receipts 
of wheat by rail in Chicago this year to 
nearly the figures for the year 1874-'75,—the 
year of the unusually large wheat crop. 

The Old Merchant’s” anxiety lest the 
individual indebtedness in this city can 
never be paid, is unwarranted by the facts. 
There has bgen even during the last two 
years of universal depression a general and 


continuous reduction of private mortgage 


indebtedness in this city by payment. Old 
mortgages have been reduced by partial pay- 
ments, and new ones at reduced rates of 
interest given for the balances. Notwith- 
standing the vast reduction of prices, the 
total value of merchandise and mannfactures 
sold here in 1877 was equal to that of any 
previous year, indicating an increase in the 
quantity sold of from 10 to 20 per cent, 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 

The pretensions of the Democratic , party 
in favor of a reduction of tariff taxation are 
of the most impudent and ignorant, char- 
acter.

(3) It was shown that the 
Canadian reciprocity eatch of fish on our shores 
was not far from the same in value as our catch 
on their shores. (4) The treaty provided that 
the Canadians should have the right to sell 
their fish, free of tariff or tax, in our markets, 
and for the four years the loss of revenue on 
such free fish amounteil to $1,500,000, or nearly 
$400,000 per vear. The loss of revenue-alone to 
our Governmept exceeded by more than 
three times the whole value of the fish caught 
by the Americans under the treaty on the Cana- 
dian coasts. What Deurosss was chosen to do, 
and sworn to do, was to ascertain to what ex- 
tent, if any, the Americans nad an advantage 
over the Canadians in the reciprocal fishing 


business. It was DEgLFOsSE’s sworn duty to 


subtract the profits one side made out of the 
business more than the other, and render an 
award for the difference. The proof showed 
that the Canadians caught about as many fish 
on our coast as our fisherinen took on theirs; 
and it also showed that the Canadians had se- 
cured under the treaty the free entrance for all 
their surplus fish in the American market; and 
that to such an extent had they used this 
special privilege that the American Govern- 
ment were losing 
revenue on the untaxcd Canadian flsh. 
These, briefly and succinctly stated, are the 
naked proven farts of the case. With these 
before him in black and white, how did UEgL- 
vosss decide? How much damages did he vote 
to pay the Americans for their losses under the 
treaty? Not a @ent; on the contrary, he ad- 
judged that the Americans must pay the Cana- 
dians half a million a year for twelve years!

ters.

BurraLo, N. T., April 1.—The National 
gue met here to-day, President Hulbert, of 
bicago, in the chair. Indianapolis was-repre- 
sented by W. B. Pettit, Cincinnati by J. Wayne 
Neff, Boston by A. H. Soden, Providence by 
Messrs. Winship and Bloodgood, and Milwau- 
kee by J. Chapman. The first business was a 
time-schedule, the draft of which was submit- 
ted by Messrs. Neff and Hulbert, Animated 
discussion was had, led by Pettit, who wanted 
to go to Chicago the 4th of July. He made a 
good fight, but was overpersuaded. After 
settling the main points, the report was 
recommitted, and late this evening the 
Committee brought in a report of 
which the principal features are that 
Chicago opens at Indianapolis May 1, 2, 
and 4 Then it goes to Cincinnati for a week. 
Chicako then receives Indianapolis at Chicago 
for/ week, beginning May 14. Cincinnati takes 
e next week at Chicago, and then Chicago 
and Milwaukee go East together, opening in 
Boston and Providence May 28. The Eastern 
clubs come West June 25, Boston reaching Chi- 
cago at that date. Providence follows with the 
4th of July week in Chicago. At the same 
time Boston is in Milwaukee and Indianapo- 
lis in Cincinnati. After disposing vf this 
schedule, the League had a conference 
with Messrs. ‘Townsend, of Syracuse, 
Baker, ot Buffalo, Porter, of Rochester, 
and other 8 members of 
the Internationa! clubs. The latter gentlemen 
represented the Tecumseh, Buffalo, ester, 
Syracuse, Lowell. and Springfield Clubs, which are 
really about the only ones of any importance in 
the Internationals. To these the League could 
well afford to be both just and geuerous. After 
a long consultation, an agreement was drawn 
up and signed by the League and the six clubs 
named, putting the latter op the same basis as 
last year, except that they cannot in any event 
play on League grounds until Sept. 14, which is 
the close of the League championship séason. 
The agr ent specifies that, in 
games between any . club and 
one of those named, the home ciub shall 
take 124¢ cents per head, and that, so far as the 
said six clubs are concerned, the League vacates 
its cuarautee legislation. The effect on the 
great body of international clubs will be to 
make them furious without giving them any 
remedy. The six clubs did a boldand wise 
thing, and stand far ahead of any competitor bv 
their agreement. It was the completest stroke 
of policy ou the part of all interested that could 
have been accomplished, aud will pretty nearly 
do away with the antagonism which the malig- 
nants have been trying to excite. The twelve 
parties to the agreement represent three-fourths 
of the ball strength of the country.

now THRE silynn LAW WILL AID RESUMPTION. 

Amos W. Stetson, President of the ‘State Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, and one of the leading 
Qnanciers of New England, explains, in a com- 
municaiion toa Boston paper, how the remone- 
tization ot silver is going to help resumption. The 
writer js hostile to the Silver lay. but admits that 
Secretary Sherman is right in claiming that it has 
made the task of redeeming the greenbacks 
easier. The followmg is Mr. Stetson's view of 
the manner in which this result wilt be reached: 
‘Phe moment the Secretary of the Treasury an- 
nounces on Jan. 1. 1879, he will, in accord · 
anee with ‘the Resumption law, redeem legal- 
tenders in coin, these notes become orac- 
tically coin certificates. When resumptin- 
day is reached, the Secretary will wait be 
hig reserve of $160.000,000 in gold 
and $30,000,000 in silver to meet all demands uvon 
him for coin. Who will present the :greenvacks? 
Will the silver be wanted for the payment of cus- 
toms duties? No. saye Mr. Stetson, because the 
legal-tenders, being coin certificates, will be pre- 
ferred for that nse, Will the silver be wanted by 
the banks? No, ror they would much rather have 
the legal- tenders than an awkward, heavy mass of 
silver. The silver would not be wanted for the 
payment of interest on the bonds because the 
bondholders, after one or two payments in silver, 
wuid clamor to be paid in greenbacks. Whatever 
silve? was paid out in that way would soon return 
to the Treasury to be exchanged 
coin certificates. From these cbnsidera- 
tions, Mr. Stetson concludes that re- 
sumption, Jan. 1, “1879, is feasible if done ona 


silyer basis. One point not mentioned by the. 


Boston banker is the possibility of acombipation 
among the New, York bankers to také out all the 
silver in order to get at the gold. 

THE PROSPRCTS OF BANKRUPTCY LEGISLATION. 

A careful observer ot the action of the Judiciary 
Committecs of Congress with regard to the Bank- 
rupt jaw expresses the opinion that there is not in- 
telligence enough in Congress to amend the law 
properly, and that the Judiciary Committees are so 
perplexed and confdsed that they will not 
be able to present any measure on whica 

Congress can unite. They can form 
uo clear idea of the effect of a repeal of the law, or 
of any amendment. The opinion of the mercantile 
Classes, as shown in their petition, is not more 
clear. The preponderance is for retaining the law, 
with some amendments, but what these should be 
is not specified. The action of the Senate Com- 
mittee in reporting back the Repeal bill. with- 
Out recommendation,“ was in sheer despair of un- 
derstanding the subject, er of finding any one who 
did understand it. 

MASSACHUSETTS INDUSTRIES. 

The industries of Mussachusetts are ina fair 
condition. There are said to be, excepting un- 
killed labor and the building trades. no large 
bodies of workingmen. outof employment. The 
following account is given by an exchange:

Consols were higher 
on the whole, but unsteady, indicating nervous- 
ness on the other side of the Atlantic. Appear- 
ances indicated, however, that exporters were not 
idie, though they kept mum. The markets for 
spot grain and provisions seemed to drag. 

The most marked depression was in grain on 
track. The advance in rail freignts, equivalent to 
2. Fe per bu on corn, was cited by buyers as a rea- 
son for discriminating against track grain, and 
they were not willing to pay as much for it as if 
placed in store. The opening of navigation, which 
practically dates from yesterday, will enable ship- 
pers to forward grain eastward by water more 
cheaply than by rail, and this, with the advance 
in rail freights, may be expected to give more 
work to the elevators than they have had through 
the winter. The weather yesterday was not set- 
tiled, but warm and sepring-like, and very few fears 
are now entertained that there will be enough 


cold to prevent an abundant yield this year. The. 


great danger is from insect life, which may be 
extraordinarily active this summer, owing to the 
absence of killing weather during the past five 
months. | 

The Directors of the Board of Trade yesterday 
afternoon appointed Mr. C. H. 8. Mixer Chief 
Inspector and Registrar of Provisions. 

In the dry-guods market there was quite a brisk 
movement. Numerous buyers were to be seen in 
all departments of the market, and they were 


‘ordering freely of staple and seasonable goods and 


notions. Groceries met with a fairly satisfactory 
demand, and were steadily held at former figures. 
Sugars and cafictes remain strong. Teas are in 
better request, and show rather more firmness 
than during the earlier weeks of the sea- 
eon. Prices of butter remain weak. Stocks 
show a steady augment, and, as there is likely 
to be a steady increase in the receipts from 
thie time on, the tendency of the market 
is unmistakably downward. Cheese is working in 
the same direction. The dried-fruit market pre- 
sented no specially new features. There was a 
free inquiry for domestic and foreign varieties, and 
full prices were being realized for most lines. 
Fish were in good request and were steady at Sat- 
urday's revised quotations. Oils were generally 
steady. Paints and colors ‘were in good demand 
and were unchangod. No changes were noted in 
the coal and wood market. Leaiher was dull and 
easy. 

The lumber market was active and firm. The 
orders from the West are heavy, and the local basi- 
ness is increasing. The reports from the pineries 
indicate a short supply of water, and the logs are 
coming out slowly, and in some rivers are lying 
still. Tue receipts of lumber continue light. 
Bullding materials were in fair request and steady. 
Wool, broom-corn, and hay were unchanged. 
Hides were weaker on account of the decline East 
and the duliness of the leather market. Seeds 
were very quiet but steady, with the exception of 
timothy, whieh was depressed by large oflenngs 
ona dull market.

HINSDALE-DOYLE. 
SOME CURIOUS CONTRACTS. 

In the Circuit Court yesterday, it will be noticed 
by reference to the court proceedings, suit was 
commenced by John M. Armstrong against the 
Hinsdale-Doyle Granite Company for $50, 000. 


From the fact chat the parties to the suit are xnowu 


in connection with the building of the new Court- 
House, —the former as a member of the old archi- 
tectural firm of Armstrong & Egan, and the lat- 
ter concern as contractors for the granite-work on 
the etructure, —a reporter last evening was detailed 
to ascertain the facts afd the basis of the proceed- 
ings. After a weary search, extending from the 
heart of the city to Lincoln Park, Mr. Armstrong 
was found. He was an unwilling witness, how- 
ever, and wanted the scribe to go see his attorney. 
To this there was objection, long and loud, the re- 
porter remembering well something about a bird in 
the hand. Finally he prevailed upon the gentle- 
man to talk to him, on the condition that ne would 
never repeat what was said, —not that he cared par- 
ticularly, but he objected to his business being 
made street talk. The ecribe promised him faith- 
fully to never repeat what was told him toa living 
soul, and he never will. 

To make a long story short, Mr. Armstrong. in 
May, 1876, met Mr. Hinsdale, the re resentative 
of the Company in question, and, having 1 dis- 
solved partnership with * was ready for busi- 


money as his capital. Hinsdale was figuring to get 
into the Court-House work, —-wanted to introduce 
his in the West.

been originally intended. Hinsdale offered to 
employ him asa solicitor, with an eye, of course, 
especially to the Court-House, and to give him a 
certain percentage on ali Work that he might bring 
to the Company through his ‘‘personal influ- 
ence. A contract was drawn between him 
and the Company by which he was te 
receive 14 per cent on all work up to $220, - 
000, andon amounts greater the percentage was 
to be redaced. The contract was duly signed, and 
Armstrong put bis influence to work, ana soon 
it was found that the Board was seriously contem- 
plating the use of a great quantity of granite in 
the Court-House. So enthusiastic grew some of 
the Commissioners that, after the contracts for the 
stone work had been let, granite pilasters and col- 
umus were substituted. The stone man kicked, 
and kicked vigorously, and even promised to 
come forward and take up the $40, in notes 
he had given the Ring. but it was no use, for 
Hinsdale was the favorite, and, recognizing the 
favor shown bim, be gave Mr. Armstrong on the 
contract between them $1,200. How much, if 
anything, he gave me Ring at the same time 
for ** quarry estimates, etc., is not known. Soon 
after this payment, however, a coolness, apparent 
or real, sprang up vetween the partners, and 
Hinsdale set about bestowing his favors in another 
direction. Things continued inthis way for nearly a 
year, at the end of which timethe Grand Jury began 
to take an interest in the Court-House. IIinsdale 
was before the jury, and, gaining from them a hint 
of what was going on, rushed back to his office and 
tore up. his check-Aubs, and snatched leaves from 
his books here and there. The Grand Jury, how- 
ever, indicted him along with he Ringsters he 
had affiliated with, and for a season there was 
trouble. Sut the storm was followed by a 
calm, very naturally, and, losing sight of 
the old contract, indictments, and such 
things, Hinsdale, not being satisfied with his 


interest in the Court-House, again made friends 


with Armstrong, and, after daliying together for 
eome time, in June he entered into another agree- 
ment with Armstrong to pay him $5, 000 a year for 
three years anda half for bis ‘*infinence,”’ etc. 
Following this the virtuons Commissioners gave 
Hinedale a further contract for about $150, 000 un- 
der very suspicious circumstances, as was noted in 
these columns atthe time. Egan recommended, on 
the private isistruction of certain!“ Ringsters, that 
certain trimming for the corridors and entrances be 
made of granite, and McCaffrey offered a resolu- 
fion im the Board calling on him to make the plans 
showing where gramte could be used. The plans 
turned up, and wherever granite was to be used 
was written the word Ilalſowell,“ which trans- 
lated meant much, but those who know Egan are 
satisfied that it meant nothing connecting him with 
any corruption, 

So much for the history—or as muchof it as 
could be gotten—of the Armstrong-Hinsdale deal. 
The unpublished part might be more interesting, 
but this is enough to show the cause of the coin- 
mchocement of the SUIL WHC itie eupyiementea with 
the statement that, with all of Hinsdale's promises 
and contracts. $1, 200 1s all that he has parted wita. 
The suit has been commenced to recover the ba! 
auce that Armstrong claims as coming to him un- 
der the two contracts, which he figures out as about 
$50,000. The facts omitted here, because not at- 
tainable, must come out on the trial of the cause, 
and if some of the Commissioners get worsted it 
Will be taeir misfortune. 

The reporter later tried to see Mr. Hinsdale last 
evening, Dut in vain, as he war ont of the city. 
Mr. Egan was also sought but could not be found. 


PRESBYTERIAN EDUCATION 


TERIAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

An important movement has been instituted by 
leading Presbyterians of this city for the unifica- 
tion of the interests of Lake Forest University 
and the Presbyterian Theological Seminary in the 
good will and support of the denomination in 
Chicago and the Northwest. The prime movers 
in this good work have been Mr. ©. H. McCormick, 
the chief benefactor of the Seminary, on the one 
side, and Messrs. John V. and. C. B. Farwell, 
staunch friends ef the Uuiversity, on the other. 
An important step in this .direction was taken by a 
meeting of the representative gentlemen who 
assembled at the Palmer House last evening.

Mr. Skinner gave a statement of the financial 
condition of the University. The property of the 
institution consists of real estate, nominaily worth 
$200,000, bat worth now in cash $125,000, 
and an endowment of $75,000, which is condi- 
tioned on the procurement of an additional 
$25,000 to make the whoie $100,000. There is 
also $12,500 of the insurance fund saved in the 
loss of the University building last summer by fire. 
It is absolutely necessary to secure the $25,000 
addition to the endowment by the Ist of July next 
in order to save the $75,000 already piedged, and 
it is necessary to re-erect the college building, for 
which $12, 000 in addition to the insurance money 
is wanted. This, however, will be forthcoming 
from a few friends as soon as the endowment is 
com pleted. 8 

Mr. Faris, the Financial Secretary of tne Theo- 
logical Seminary, then stated the property founda- 
tion of the Seminary, and its present necessities. 
The Seminary has property in endowments and rea! 
estate to the amount of over half a million of dol- 
lars, but the part of the real estate that would oth- 


_erwise be available by sale is held on condition in 
the deeds that the Seminary be maintainea for 


gg ed pee from the date of the conveyance. 
This period will expire ten years from this 
time, when the Seminary can give good 
titie-deeds. But meantime the taxes are 
heavy, and the Seminary has no contingent 
with which to meet them or to meet other current 
expenses of the institution. The result is that the 
sum of $12,000 must be had to clear off the float- 
ing debt that has accumulated from these taxes 
and expenses in order to save this great and valua- 
ble property. *

‘USES OF BROKERS. 
people who have had slight deal- 
ings th the tom-House of a port are entirely 
ignorant ot the workings of the institution, and, as 
they are ever ready to ascribe everything that is 
unfamiliar to them to fraud on the part of the 
Government officials and employes, great injustice 
is often done the latter in the wholesale charges 
made against them by parties. through ignorance 
of the proceedings. For instance, in the matter of 
brokerage. A citizen receives his first notification 
of a consignment of goods, or & present 
from some friend abroad, through a broker; 
he goes over to the Custom-House, and there 
he meets the same man, who tells him his package 
is in the office, and, if he desires, him to assist him,

* o@ trom $1. 10 ie $5. and all the trouble the 
owner need be at will be the signing of his name to 
the papers. The proprietor of the package con- 
eebts, and goes away grumbling, with the im- 
pression that this is the only way he can get his

The facts in regard to this system are these: In 


the first place, mo Custom Housg doing any busi- 
ness of importance is without sits brokers. Any- 
body can be a broker; he requires no reco nition 
from the officers oremployes of the Custom; House. 
The Custom- House is not compejied or expected 
to notify parties on the arrival of consignments; 
the railroads do this, and, if the owners of the 
packages are not promptiy on hand to pay charges 
and claim their property, the standing instructions 
of the officials are to send the goods to the bonded- 
warehouse and charge thereon @ month's storage. 
This is done as @ matter of systematic regulation, 
to protect the parties uwning the goods, as well as 
the officials. Again, invoices of certain lines of goods 

uire a knowledge of the regulations 80 as to

indeed one in a thousand. There are special 
rates on cach individual package containing sep- 
arate kinds of goods, and these rates must be re- 
duced from a calculation based on foreign money 
into American classification, and then the whole 
must be apportioned accordingly. The work is 
simple when once one understands how to do It; 
but should the owner of the property make a mis- 
take in a single item the officials may charge him 
100 per cent for rectifying it. Now is the time for 
the broker, who spends his time hanging about the 
Custom House, awaiting his opportunity. He 
sees the business man getting puzzled as to 
the manner of doing the work, and he approaches 
him. Iwill take the matter off your hands 

relieve you of alltrouble and responsibility, and 
all you will have to do will be to sign your name 
where I shall direct, if you will pay me 85, he 
says, apd the business man is only too glad to ac- 
cept thé terms and return to his businegs. The 
broker has made himself familiar with alk the pro- 
ceedings, and in a short time he sends wee to the 
owner to come and get his property. | ; 

In New York, where an immense business in 
importation is done, there are many brokers, and, 
of course, much competition between them. A 
broker is often the first one to notify a merchant of 
the arrival of his goods; he does this as a matter of 
kindness, and he sends his card along, with the 
hope of soliciting business for himself. In Chi- 
cago there is but one genera) broker, for the 
reason that there is not business enough 
for more. An invoice of dry goodsis the most 
complicated thing to work upon that comes 
through the Custom-House, and requires the most 
calculation, and a thorough knowledge of the sys- 
tem. Al! the importers of dry goods in tuis city 
recognize this fact, and in consequence, each large 
house keeps its Custom- House clerx, or broker, 
who has his office with the firm, and attends to 
the making out of all customs papers for this 
house alone. He is trained to the work, and is ex- 
pected to keep a close watch of the Custom-House 
for the arrival of consignments, as the officials and 
employes of this institut#n are not required to 
notify them, vor are they expected to make out 
the papers. Thus it will be seen that the oroker 
is merely for the accommodation of the importers,, 
and cannot very well be in collusion with the Cus- 
tom- House officials or employes. 

THE COMMITTBE. 

The Custom-House Fraud Committee spent the 
afternoon yesterday inskippingaround town among 
the importers, for the purpose of gaining informa- 
tion, and in preparing the report. It is hardly 
likely that the report will be made public until ail 
the cities have been visited, and ali the charges 
laid before the Department at Washington. The

THE SOLDIERS’ COLONY. 
PROGRESSING FINELY. 

A meeting of the Chicago Soldiers“ Colony 
was held in the West End Opera-House, for ths 
purpose of listening to the report of the Commit- 
tee, consisting of Col. Pratt, Mr. Le Brund, and 
Mr. Keasler, appointed to locate the Colony land, 
lay out a town site, and make the necessary prep- 
arations for the reception ef the colonists. Col. 
Pratt, Chairman of this Committee, displayed a 
map of what had been done in Kansas, and re- 
ported progress. He saia he had — returned 
from the West, and had located the land in Trego 
and Gove Counties. The land was all tegether. 
and in such a situation that a new county might be 
created. There were three living streams of water 
running through the townships in which the land 
was located. A corps of surveyors had been en- 
gaged, and the corner-stones and landmarks had 
all deen traced satisfactorily. The lands were 
available for agricultural purposes, and there 
were qnarries of the most beautiful build- 
ing stone in the world. This was of 
three shades, white, pink, and cream color. When 
in the quarry it could be cut with a knife or a saw, 
but upon being exposed to the air it became as 
hard as any stone. There was very little timber. 
Building lumber was $28 per thousand. A town 
had been started; a side- track was already in ex- 
istence; a water-tank was there, and a colony 
house was in process of erection. 

On motion, it was agreed to accept the Commit- 
toe's report, andthe assembly was quite enthusi- 
as lc over it. 

On motion, it was decided to call the new town 
‘** Collyer,’ after the Rev. Robert Collyer, of this 
city, who has takena lively intefest in colonies 
generally. 

The Colonel announced that new members of the 
colony would be received every day at his office, 
No. 86 Washington street. The meeting then 
adjourned. ,

RELIGIOUS. 
THE METHODISTS 
held their regular weekly meeting yesterday morn- 
ing in the Conferente room at No. 57 Washington 
street, Presiding-Elder Willing in the chair. 

The order of the day was taken up, the subject 
for diseussion being ‘* What Course on Our Part as 
Pastors Will Secure to the Churches the Greatest 
Good from the Temperance-Revival Movement?" 
The Rev. John Atkinson, as per appointment, 
opened the discussion, He didn't believe at all in 
temperance as applied to rum-selling. There 
could be no moderation about it. He didn't be- 
lieve in allowing an evil to exist, but in 
extirpating it In short, rum was the great 
murderer, and it ought to be killed and put 
out of the way. When pubiic opinion demanded 
the extirpation of this monstrous evil, the trace 
in liquor would be stopped. The Chareh could 
do much to bring about this change in public opin- 
ion. In a certain piace in New Jersey the Method- 
ist Church controlied pablic opinion and Municipal 
Government, and no rum was sold in that place. 
This ought to be the case everywhere. But the 
change could not be brought about through the 
medium solely of temperance iecturers, or could.it 
come in this generation. The only way to create 
euch a public sentiment, in his optnion, was to in- 
stract the children, and thus work with the men 
and women of the next generation. If there was 
an: good in the red-ribbon, let it be employed. 

The Rev. Mr. Wililam*on wanted to know how 
the Church could get a firmer hola of the 4, 000 re- 
formed meninthis city. — 

Mr. Atkinson eaid it was very plain that a sober 
man could be taiked with much more satisfactorily 
than a drunken man. The temperance movement 
hed soberec these men up, and now there was an 
Opportunity for the churches.tocomplete the work 

he Rev. Mr. Stoughton claimed tnat there was 
a work for this generation, —tbe elevation of poli- 
thoes from the gutter, and the closing of the rum 
shops. The movement had already begun, public 
sentiment was rapidly changing, and the time was 
coming when the evil traffic would cease to be 
profitaple, and would therefore have to be aban- 
uone In conclusion, the speaker ventured into 
the rgalms of prophecy, going so far as to declare 
that if the grog-shops were not ‘closed within 
twenty years the Republic would be envelofed in 
darkness, if its history aia not close in biood. 

The Rev, Mr. Mareh, Eider Boring, and others 
told how mach the temperance work had accom- 
plished under Dr. Reynolds, and showed how that 
work had been followed up to advantage in the 
churches. 

The Rev. Mr. Adams took a different view., In 
the wake of the red-ribtion movement came the 
card-table rooms, without strong drink to be sure, 
but where young men were taught to play sinful 
games Inshort, it was a temperance movement 
carried on without regard to religion, without the 
Role; and the question how it could be utilized 
by the Church was therefore a pressing one. 

Tne Rev. Dr. Hatfield beheved the results of the 
movement, to the thoughtful people of the coun- 
try, would be scanty uniess it was baptized with 
Christian love and zeal. The movement had been 
the means of reforming men, but there was no 
certainty of their remaining temperate 
until they sought found help from

FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
THE COLORED FOLKS CBLEBRATE. 

The colored citizer was out last night in great 
numbers, the peculia occasion for his assembling 
being the recurrence df the anniversary of the day 
when the Fifteenth Amendment became a portion 
of the law of the lan/. To properly celebrate the 
return of the auspiciesus day the colored portion of 
Chicago's populationdecided on an entertainment 
at the Chicago City Rifles’ Armory, Nos. 302 and 
304 Wabash avenue It was given under -the 
auspices of the Unted Fellows No. 1, the par- 
ticipants being United Fellows No. 2 and the 
famed Chicago City Rifles. The hall was taste- 
fully and appropriaely decorated with flags, 
shields, mottoes, etc. and there was but one thing 
to interfere with the pleasure of the evening—the 
failure to begin in ime. Owing tothe fact that 
some one, or severd of them, had blundered, it 
was actually a quarte to 10 o'clock before Mr. D. 
P. Peyton, the Master of Ceremonies, called the 
gathering of some 200 people to order, and made 
way for the vocal exercitations of a tolerably fair 
glee club. The Hoa. P. B. D. Pinchback, the 
orator of the evening, was then introduced, and, 
in spite of the constart interruptions caused by tue 
entrance of the late-tomers, managed to 
— his patimce and make himself 

eard;to his sable-huet audience. He alluded, in 
the opening of his remarks, to the lateness of the 


hour, and said he was almost tempted to give Chi- 


cago people a lecture. B 
and passed on to the matte in hand. After giving 
a brief historical review of the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment and its final adoption as a part of the Consti- 
tution on the 30th of March, 1870, and not on the 
Ist of April, which was All Fool’s Day [laughter], 
he proceeded to say that the 30th of March was, to 
the colored race, what the 4th of July was to 
the white—their independence day. The 30th 
of March, 1870, witnessed the birth of a new na- 
tion of 4,000,000 of people. Of the past and its 
sorrows and sufferings he had but little to say. 
There was little in connection with that dark page 
of history which was encouraging or pleasant to 
recall, and he would gladly forget it almost en- 
tirely. Yet im the change from slavery to free- 
dom the deeds of devotion on the part of the col- 
ored race had won for it the sympathy and ad- 
miration of the grandest men the country coula 
boast. The transition had been great, tne benefits 
of inestimable value, but it remained to be seen 
whether the race was equal to the responsibilities 
conferred upon it. Everything depended on its 
efforts. The country was disposed to exact manly 
duties at their hands, and to make them protect 
themselves. Inthe past there had been too much 
of 4 disposition among the colored people to lean 
on somebody, and to this disposition the bad Gov- 
ernment in the South since the War was directly 
owing. The colored people, -in fact, had been 
taught, and rather willingly they had learned, to 
iean on he Federal bayonet instead of being 
bold and self-reliant. -The country would honor 
the self-assertion of the race and admire the spirit 
of its members who should refuse longer to be 
treated as political children. There had been a 
grand revolution in public sentiment on this race 
question. The colored man was no longer a ward 
of the nation, no longer the pet of the Anti-Slavery 
Society, but thrown on his OWN resOUu:ces and ex- 
pected to fight his own dattles. To the Repub- 

%% — pace was indebted 
rights of citizenship. But this 

result of patient, ha work 
on the part of others in their behalf. The race, of 
itself, had done little for itself, but the time had 
surely come when it should ‘strike out boldly and 
fulfill the expectations of those who had labored 
to secure for it the blessings of freedom. All re- 
forms must be accompanied by agitation, and, as 
there was to be a reform in this direction, as the 
colored people ought to and must become more 
self-reliant, it was doubly fitting that the day 
should be celebrated. and the race reminded of 
what had been done and what was still to be done. 

The favorite orator of the race was listened to 
with the usual close attention and rewarded with 
the generous applause of his hearers. He was fol- 
lowed by the Hon. J. W. EK. Thomas, Mr. Lloyd 
G. Wheeler, and other speakers, after which the 
gaily-dressed young fellows of martial air and am- 
bitious of military distinction displayed their fa- 
miliarity with the weapons of horrid war by an un- 
usually well-executed drill.

In consequence of the mage reduction of the force 
which has recently occurred, it is necessary. for the 
protection of life and property, that as many as possible 
of those remaining should be assigned to patrol the city 
at night, therefore the present two-platoon system of 


working the force at the principal stations will de dis- 


continued on and after Apri 1. 

At breast two-thirds of the fofce at each station ‘will 
hereafter be assigned to night duty, and the remaining 
number of patrolmen will be assigned to day duty, 
changing the men every montn asthe Captains mar 
deem practicable; but no patrolman shall remain on 
day duty exceeding one month unless specially detail- 
ed by the Captain of the precinct. The men on night
